Boar Sir—It is often a difficult problem 
how to meet and dissipate intaigible and 
vexing rumors, but 1 believe you can, and 
would be willing to help, by puliliehiog 
this letter. With regard to one of our 
patrons, about whom there were reports 
that be was watering bis milk, it seemed to 
me, cn a mature and critical review of all 
the situation, that some other or modified 
explanation would he found. So. at an 
opportune time, on engaging the patron in 
ooDVorsation on oar general business of 
dairying, while ho at that time did not 
know of the reports hanging over him, or 
that 1 bad a speoial object in my talking, 1 
found that he, on account of his milk-stand 
beiirg in a very warm sitaation, bad de¬ 
vised a unique mode of getting and making 
the milk cold, as it had previously become 
sour. He drenobod the milk-oan inside 
and out with cold water from the well, 
and then pouring out tbe water, and when 
the warm milk was put in, be pumped a 
creamer full of cold water, and set it in 
tbe milk (o cool it. These acts, to onlook¬ 
ers who might not be dose by, might 
narurally tend to arouse, or even eeem to 
warrant, the suspioion that water was 
being put Into the milk. However, at our 
factory here, where there is every mechan¬ 
ical apparatus for testing the milk, and 
where the highest quality of cheese is made 
always right along, as ia evidenced by the 
unfailing test of the high rate of sales that 
aremade. Mr. Wood, our checsemaker here, 
tolls mo that the milk has not been watered 
either iu tbe case of the above mentioned 
patron, or in the case of three others, whom 
some large imagination implicated with 
the first-mcntioned one, presurnably for 
the pake of making a big Bcnsational tale, 
this latter fiotion being made completely 
out of whole cloth. It is true that some 
of these laugh at the preposteronsneps 
of Iho idea of ihemflelvas being im- 
plioaltd in this, while others of them 
feel vfry deeply indeed in the matter. So 
that I regard it as no more than fair that 
this public elucidation of it should be made 
And 1 might also soy that the high reputa¬ 
tion and standard of our C.madian oboese 
in our markets abroad ia due to our rigid 
and careful Government supervision and 
inspection of it, umI that everyone cf os 
cannot be too oautioue. ♦hat we smd our 
milk to the factory in its b.'st purity, 
qualtty and strength

In tlie .same manner the fear or the 
divine, born of unfamiliority, instead of 
being an evidence of reverence or of 
religion, becomes the murk of ignorance 
and cowardice. Rectitude of conduct 
resulting wholly from regulating one¬ 
self as under an ull-seelng critical eye 
and in dread of a far-reaching devastat¬ 
ing hand, cannot produce enrichment of 
character.

Tham In Carrying on Thdr

In tha sparsely cultivated and pracli- 
caJly barren tracts along the rivers 
Ravi and Sutlej, in the plains of the 
Punjab, are to be found perhaps the 
most Expert cattle thieves in the world. 
There are several tribes in that neigh¬ 
borhood whose principal means of live¬ 
lihood is cattle stealing. The male 
members are, in fact, brought up to it, 
and regard it as an honorable heredi¬ 
tary calling, while It is a rule among 
some of them not to allow a youngster 
Li wear a pugri (turban) until he has 
shown hiuiseif to be a man by appro¬ 
priating some one else’s animal, be it 
camel, home, bullock, cow, donkey, goal 
OP sheep, writes Capt. C. II. Buck in 
Chathber'g Magazine. 

Cattle theft is more or less common 
throughout India, but it is brought to 
a fine art in the Punjab. 

In the tract I have mentioned there 
ore systems of depots and lines to which 
and along which animala arc taken 
when stolen. The actual thief delivers 
an animal at one of the depots, and it 
ij at once handed over to some one else, 
who passes It down the lino, so that In 
a single night it ran be taken away to 
a long distance. In exchange for one 
of these stolen animals the thief will 
later on receive another, which has 
been bagged perhaps a hundred and 
fifty miles away down the line.

For this reason he often 
f.iids it proillabJe to track animals stolen 
by others than his friends. A good truck- 
ci can somctiiiics follow the tracks of 
a thief and a stolen bullock or camel as 
fat a.s fifty or sixty miles in a day, pro- 
\idcd that they have passed ucrujs the 
open jungle and the thief has not been 
too cunning. 

Animals are generally stolon in the 
daytime, when they are grazing, and 
at night when they are in a hut or some 
kind of enclosure. In the former case 
the loss is generally nut discoverod un¬ 
til the evening, when the herd is col¬ 
lected and counted before being driven 
home; and on such occasions the thief 
gels a long start, for the herdsman has 
to drive his other beu.sls home before 
lie can give the alarm. and then when 
a tracking party has been formed it cun 
onlv proceed slowly, for the tracks have 
to be followed by lamp or torchlight, 
li* the latter case the theft usually lakes 
place in tlie .small hours of the morn¬ 
ing, and is discovered a short time af¬ 
terwards. so that the owner Is close be¬ 
hind the thief, and has the whole day 
befof*t him to follow up the tracks. It 
is really remarkable how a bullock can 
be removed from a yard without any 
one being wakened up, though persons 
are sleeping all round it, and there are 
plenty of dogs about. .\ii old hand, 
however, can make a hole in a mud 
wall large enough for a bullock to pass 
through without making any noise, and 
he knows exactly how to entice the onl- 
mal out quietly, after muffling its bell 
and placing leather .shoes on its feet.

Tough Onions Mode Tender.—Gut large 
tough onions in X'lAch tranavers# slices 
and cook soft in salted water. They 
become tender and delicious. Then 
serve them with a cream sauce. 

Try this method of mixing mustard. 
It will myke delicious condiment: Slice 
an onion in a bowl, covering it with 
vinegar. Let this stand forty-eight 
hours, then pour off the vinegar into 
another bowl, add a little red pepper, 
salt, sugar and enough dry mustard to 
thicken to a cream. The proportions 
should be a teaspunful of the pepper 
and .••alt and^ twice that of sugar, but 
tastes differ somewhat as to Uie quam 
tily of sweet used. 

Frlod Groen Peppers. — Cut open 
lengthwise, taking care not to let the 
seeds touch jhe .sides. Take out the 
seeds, slice the peppers crosswise and 
lay in boiling water until it and they 
are cold. Drain and wipe the sliced 
peppers and fry In butter. Serve dry, 
as an accompaniment to fish. 

Baked Apples—One of the most whole¬ 
some dishes is n baked apple. It is 
delicious at breakfast as well as at'sup¬ 
per. In fact, apples in almost any form 
art invaluable. For variety’s sake try 
peling the apples before baking them. 
Peel and core them, fill the hollows with 
spice and sugar, and bake long enough 
to give them a thin crust. Somelime.s 
a bii of butler Is placed on top of each 
apple before putting it in the oven. 
Serve them cold with whipped cream. 

An excellent salad can be made by 
cutting two Spanish onions in slices, 
pulling them in a large bowl, and pour¬ 
ing boiling water over them, letting the 
onions remain in the water for just one 
minute. Drain and plunge into ice-cold 
water, letting them remain for 8e\'eral 
hours. Prepare four long, green 
cucumbers by paring and slicing, and 
letting them remain in cold water for 
the same length of lime. Drain the on- 
lon.s and the cucumbers, and place 
them in a bowl, pouring over liiem a 
French dressing. 

Calves’ Liver a la Mllltulre.—f>ul in 
thin slices three-quarters of a pound of 
calves’ liver; mince a button mushroom 
—or two. if very small. Fry these in a 
liltle salad oil to a golden brown color, 
then add the liver, thinly sliced. Sea- 
sciii wilh pepper and salt. Cook for 
e»ghl minutc.s, then .sprinkle over all 
Sf'iiie very flnely-minced parsley. Toss 
the pan about fijr another five minutes, 
.«o thot the juice of the liver permeates 
the Ingredients. Slip on to a very hot 
dish, and encircle wilh poached eggs. 

Florentine Fritters.—Pul eight lahlo- 
spoonfuls of sifted Hour Into a basin. 
Moisten with just sulTlcIenl water to 
form a thick paste. .Season wilh salt, 
and, when well mixed, add, one by one, 
the yolks of’three eggs, stirring round 
and round gently till well amalgamated. 
Then add a teasponful of grated lemon- 
rind and a tablespoonful of skinned, 
dry raisins passed through a sieve. Now 
form the mixture into any fancy shapes 
preferred. Place In a frying pan, and 
fry In the best oil to a light golden- 
brown. and serve. 

Mushroom Toasts,—Pare some mush 
rooms, and put them in a basin of cold 
water, to which odd n few drops of le¬ 
mon juice. Remove them carefully, to 
ovoid Ihe sediment. Place on a nap¬ 
kin for a couple of minutes, then, 
roughlv mince them, ond cook in a lif- 
lk-1mlt<*r. Season wilh pepper and salt 
and sprinkle over with grated Parme¬ 
san cheese. Cook till the mushrooms are 
fender, serve on small rounds of toost, 
or. according to an Itullan authority, 
id dim nuflve cheese-flavored tartlets, 
and serve Immediately. 

One way of Boiling Chicken.—The 
chicken is cut up. As little water as 
prssilile is used in boiling, barely enough 
to rovi'p it. nnd no innre added. The

th ’ tracks. They bften have in their 
P(jssesslon 0 .set of branding Irons and 
Instruments for .snipping animals’ ears; 
while particular kinds of dye are kept 
for coloring the hair of animals which 
have distinr'ivo nirirklngs. Tims an 
old buffalo with a white tuft on its fore- 
.hiiud, e while tip lo ils tall, and four 
while oeruncts, will have none of these 
.shortly after it has come into the hands 
of ils new [‘O.ssessnr. The .sariial or 
liidcbag. which can bo influlcd, is usctl 
for silling or re.stliig on when crossing 
a river, while every thief of any stand¬ 
ing poft^sesses ii large iron jimmy for 
f-ircing open dtmi’S of shc(U and making 
boles through walls.

A man who had lost one of his shcej) 
was at first nil her puzzled on .finding 
that its tracks di-appeared nltogelher 
at a spot where the ground was quite 
soft and took good Inipr-e.s.sions. On 
carefully examining the ground he per¬ 
ceived the truck j nf a camel and noticed 
Iha! it had sat down just where the 
sheep’s ti’acKs had ceased. Butting 
two and two together, he. with some 
fi’iend> 4 . tracked up the camel and re¬ 
covered his sheep, which hud been llfliHl 
off its feel on lo the camel by one of the 
men, placed across the saddle, and so 
carried off. 

On one occasion a party of thlevas 
actually managed lo seize as many a.s 
twenty-nine camels, which they took 
through two disiricis to a place over 
two hundred miles away. They were 
there exchanged for a number of stolen 
buffaloes and bullocks, which were 
brought back for disposal in the home 
district. The difficulty Incurred by the 
prllce in the investigation of this ca.se 
and in bringing the offenders to trial 
may be imagined.

Unless a fow’l is very free 
from pm feathers it Is advisable to re¬ 
move Ihe skin, os it is beneath tlie skin 
that most of the fat Is lo be found which 
renders even a tender chicken indiges¬ 
tible to weak sfomaclis. Half a cup¬ 
ful of flour added to the liiiuor for 
thickening makes a delicious gravy. 
Ser\e Ihe chicken in a deep covered dish 
W'ith (he gravy poured over it and it 
will he found lo lx* equal to any fri- 
ca.sse ever'•lasted. 


A SIMPLE KNACK WITH PICKf.ES. 

A friend who ts famed for her excel- 
1* nt pickles gives her mode of prepar¬ 
ing llieni, w’liich Is so simple that I 
pass it on. I .should have said that she 
bus two methods. When pres.sed for 
tune she puls 1 teaspoon .salt into a 
quart jar, fills it wilh pickles and cold 
vinegar enough lo cover tliem, and if 
handy, she throws* in a handful of na¬ 
si urfiiim seeds, w’hich give the whole 
a spicy taste. 'I’hen she coveni them 
tightly, and (hut is the last of them 
until Ih y ru'c opened in the winter. 

Her i.'i-r method is to soak Ihe 
pickles over night in salted water. Then 
she I'Oils a liltle vinegar with w’hole 
spices added long enough lo exlracl 
the kirength from them, strqins or not, 
as the lime allows, puls a liltle of this 
liquid ill each bottle and fills up with 
cold water. If it i.s barberry time and 
a few bunches ore handy, she drops 
them In. here and there, lo give a 
biigtit look lo Ihe w’hole. She pickles 
everything, from string beans to wat¬ 
ermelon rinds, and finds a ii.se for them 
all before Ihe season is over. 

Roth these reelpes are e.xlrfmely 
simple, yet my friend informed mi* that 
her pickles are famed far and near for 
tbeir crispness and flavor, and she nev¬ 
er has any JifTlcully in keeping them. 

HINTS FOR THE HOME. 

.Spots of acid on clothing may he re¬ 
moved. and the color restored by rub¬ 
bing with chloroform. 

If bedsteads creak with every move¬ 
ment of the sleeper, the .sla’s should bo 
removed and the end of each wrapped 
in a piece of old newspaper. 

Where moths are troublesome scatter 
powdered bitter apfile under the papers 
in The dinwej-.s and at the back of the 
wardrobe w’bere Ihe drawers slide in. 

Ebonizc.l furniture can be wonderful¬ 
ly renovated by rubbing the spots the 
way of the grain of the w'ood with 
finely pow’der«‘d pumice-stone and oil. 
Afterwards polish with a dry, .s(»ft cloth. 

A Hint About Eggs.—When the whiles 
of eggs have been used for jellies and 
other purposes and the yolks are not 
wanted till next day, l)eal them up with 
a little w'arm water and pul away in a 
cool place. 

Whitening a Ceiling—A ceiling black¬ 
ened by a lamp can be much improved 
by applying a layer of starch and water. 
When this dries it will brush off. tak¬ 
ing the greater port of the lampblack 
with it. 

A hand lotion which many hon.se- 
keepers have found of benefit Is made 
as follow’s: Take % pint boy rum, two 
ounces glycerine and the strained juice 
of Iw’o large lemons. Mix and bottle. 
Use after washing dishes and upon re¬ 
tiring. Soft, white hands will result. 

Extracting a splinter w’lth Ihe atd 
of steam may be a new’ Idea to some. 
Nearly fill a wide-mouthisd bottle with 
very hot water, place the Injured part 
over the mouth of the bottle and pres.< 
it flightly.

Some Natlana Ara Rulnad By Natiire*t 
Bounty. 

It is a most peculiar laet that the very 
food upon which a whole nation has 
come to subsist sometimes proves the 
bane and eventual destruction of that 
country. Look at Ireland and the pota¬ 
to ! The Irish nation learnt to live upon 
the potato, growing the tubers in such 
enormous abundance that a very sinall 
acreage was sufllcient to keep a whole 
family In food. Living, in fact, became 
loo easy. Besides, the potato is not a 
complete food. It weakened the phy¬ 
sique of the Irishman. 

When the potato disease made its 
sudden •appearance, and blackened and 
destroyed the crops of the whole island, 
the people had nothing else to fall back 
upon. The result was the ghastly fa¬ 
mine wiiich killed directly or indirectly 
nearly a million persons, and from 
which the Oreen Isle has never to ibis 
day recovered. 

In much the same way the yam or 
sweet potato is destroying the negro 
race in the Southern States of America. 
The yam grows so easily that a half- 
acre patch, with a little a,sh and bacon, 
will feed a family for a year. Conse- 
(luentty. Sambo won't work, and after 
a time all ambition will dlsappeor, and 
the colored man of the South will sink 
to a lower level than he has at present 
reached. 

The banana has done much harm in 
Central America in exactly the same 
way. When a man has nothing .to do. 
but scratch a few holes and plant slips 
of bananas which go on growing and 
bearing year after year, it is only 
natural that he takes life a great deal 
too easily for either his own or his 
country’s good. 

In florfu the staple food of the island- 
er.s i.H mttiie, which they frequently 
gather before it Is ripe, and which is 
carelessly stored in damp cellars. 
Consequently, the death-rate rom that 
horrible disea.se, “pellagra,” Is terrible. 
Science has dellnltely proved that pel¬ 
lagra is due to eating damaged maize. 
The dUease begins by a peculiar ra.sh 
which appears in the spring, and which 
It Is almost Impossible to cure. With 
each successive spring It returns with 
increased virulence, until the patient's 
whole skin turns yellow, or even black. 
The nervous system is destroyed, ond 
eventually the unhappy sufferer be¬ 
comes delirious, mad. and eventually 

dies. At one time pellagra was ' the 
curse of Northern Italy, but great, and 
to some extent successful efforts have 
been made to stamp it out and teach 
the people not to live on maize only. 

Sleeping sickness has for centuries 
ravaged Ilurmah and other hot coun¬ 
tries where rice is the staple food. It is 
now deflnintely ascertained that this 
ten-ible disease is caused by feeding 
upon damaged rice. It was once epi¬ 
demic in the Japanese army, but ha.s 
been enlii-ely got rid of by a change of 

diet. 

In Northern India a sort of millet, 
which is the chief food of some millions 
of natives, has had the effect of steadily 
diminishing the population. There is 
some ob.scut’e poison in this grain whict» 
causes a peculiar di.sease. Professo'* 
Dunstan, of the Imperial Institute, has 
been conducting re.searches into the 
nature of this poison.

Her milking powers are not on the wane 
as is the case with spring milkers. She 
is ready to meet the natural setbacks of 
cold weather and dry feed with u good, 
slrong constitution and a full flow of 
milk. 

The old theory that silage fed milk Is 
inferior milk is exploded. Systematic 
experiments have proved the contrary 
.The objections to the silo ore scaive. It 
I IS not an expensive thing to build or 
operate and it (Ills many n want in the 
dairy world. Don't think that silage is 
a pure winter feed. It should be used 
I whenever needed, winter, spring, sum- 
;mer and fall, especially in the fall. 

This is the logical method of secur¬ 
ing the best milk flow, furnish good 
posture supplemented by soiling crops 
and silage and followed by silage and 
concentrates. But suppo.se that the silo 
l3 impossible. The only course left to 
the mati who wi.shes to make a success 
cf the dairy business with spring fresh 
cows is to depend upon soiling crops. 

Begin with good pasture, follow this by 
i C(*rn, sorghum, millet, or rye cut and 
fed groen. It is well to begin the use 
of these feeds in Augu.st unless the year 
is either exceptionally dry or wet. In 
thi first cose, begin earlier, in the latter 
wait until the feed fails. 

Use (his green stuff until it is gone, 
and then begin on good bright clover 
hay. From the start these foeds njay 
be accompanied by conccnfrales to good 
advantage; also l^rnn, outs ond corn 
! ground together or corn and cob meal. 

I The use of such feed will depend upon 
i circumstances and the condition of the 
I stock. .Some dairymen advocate the 
I use of pumpkins at this time. They 
I are all right In their place, but their 
; place Is not the main part of a cow’s 
I ration. 

I Mere is the main point In wintering 
milkers: KfHip them so there are no 
I poor periods. Avoid such hy adjusting 
the feed and conditions. Furnish, as 
largely as possible, summer conditions 
oM Ihe year round. Grass Is the nn- 
. tural food of the cow and if she can al¬ 
ways have food of that nature she will 
keep at her best.

Neither King Edword nor the prlncfi 
or princesses of his house cost the Eng¬ 
lish taxpayer a single cent, and Pro¬ 
fessor Mislerraan was perfectly jusU- 
fled In declaring the other day ul Onn- 
tridge that “John BuU got hU monarchy 
below cost, and even mode a prolll on 
it” The fact of the matter is that llie 
British Sovereign possesses by right cl 
Inheritance an Immense amount of very 
valuable properly, known by the name 
cf “the Crown lands,” which belongs to 
him ex-offlelo as a species of life tenant, 
much In the same way that Hie lerrl- 
torial magnates in England hold Ihelr 
ancestral estates. T^jat is to suy, ttia 
“Crown lands” canejt 1- ullenutcd by 
the Sovereign for any period beyond 
the length of hU reign, just as Ihe own- 
fcp of an enlallet! country place cannot 
lease it or otherwise dispose of It for 
any term beyond that of his owm life, 
save with the legal consent of hU Irn- 
modlale heirs. Following the e\amj»le 
of his mother, the lute Queen Vlclmia, 
and of his grand-uncle. Kfng William 
IV., England’s present nfler on his ac¬ 
cession to Ihe .throne made a statutory 
agrornent with Parliament and with Ihe 
national trea.sui’y. whereby, in relcrn.

The Iiecklaee, after changing hands 
about ten times, was sold for 8 ’ 40 .t)UO to 
a prince, who gave it to the ballerina, 
T'/ukki. I'or this act he was exiled 
from .'^t. I'elersburg. T/.ukki left the 
inqierial bullet, and, finding her health 
failing, she went to her native counlry- 
.side and abandoned the stage forever. 
Before doing so she sold the necklace. 

A subseijuent owner, the antiquary, 
Mnivilch, died suddenly at Monte Carlo, 
and the next lo gain possession of tho 
jewelry was a gambler at Monte Carlo, 
who lost all his money. The sale of the 
necklace saved him from beggary. 

Finally, it fell into the hands of Nfr. 
AndH'ef, a broker on the hoiirsc of .‘^1, 
Petersburg, lie paid 810,000 for it, rind 
hLs wife was wcai’ing it when, in a fit 
of anger, he killed her.

.Che Is then ronslilered to lie broken. If 
ber teals have a tendency lo become 
sore, we grease them to keep them .soft. 
Mer’teats must be gently squeezed at 
first and not pulled. It Is very seldom 
u heifer kicks unless she is hurt.

AH these revenues derived from the 
Crown lands are paid, along with the 
other revenues of the Stale, into what 
is known as the Consolidated Fund. 
The first charge upon the latter is the 
interest of the national debt, the second 
charge is the civil list of the .<sov«rpign 
and it Is only after these two obliga¬ 
tions have been met in their entirity 
that the balunco becomes available for 
tho expenses In connection with th« 
maintenance of the .Governmenf. This 
shows better than anything else I hat the 
reigning house of England is in the eyes 
j! the law not a stipendiary of the .State, 
but a perferred creditor of the national 
trea.sury. 

In conclusion it may be mcntlorted 
that the exl.stence of Hie Crown lands 
dales from the dawn of English history, 
and Doomsday Book, compllod by wil¬ 
liam the Conqueror in the year A. 
D.. shows that even in those days they 
comprised, in addition lo all sorts of 
other property, royalties and fees, no 
less Ihan 1,422 manors in England. In 
almo.st every century Hint lui'i elnnsed 
since then laws have la*t*n ena- tod by 
Sovereign and Parllanieiil tn firevenl 
♦h»* alienation of Crown lands. rheir 
management Is vested lo-dny in the .<tite 
Department of Woods and Forrsls and 
in the State Department of the Roard 
of Works, at the head of which Is J. 
Plorponl Morgan’s nephew through mar¬ 
riage, Lewis Hurcourt. who finis rather 
appropriately flnd.s hlm.self intrusted 
with the direction of what is probably 
the oldest trust in existence, namely 
Great Britain’s Crown lnnds.

They are 
rogues ajiU vagabonds, generally verj^ 
ill-fed and nl-clothed. without any occu¬ 
pation except that which is technically 
known as “pitching the tale,” and 
thereby abstracting odd pennies from the 
benevolent, writes S. Piers in the Lon¬ 
don .Mail. 

But while the ill-dressed beggar is 
given the opportunity of considering 
Ibe error of his ways in a stone cell on 
a Sparlan diet, London, and especially 
the west end, abounds with well-dressed 
beggars equally without other occupar 
Uon, equally dependent upon other 
people's money, but against whom the 
police have no power, and whom tho 
officers of the Mendicity Society would 
probably greet with a respectful salute. 

MERELY BORROW.

During the past year a number of 
these association.s have been f jriu^d in 
various parts of the Province aud the 
prices obtained by some of theiu for 
last yeai’s apples have rnado tiie ^row¬ 
ers enthusiastic over this metho 1 of 
handling the crop. 

An effective cJ-op?rative Hsuoclatiori 
for this purpose involves the selccticu 
of an bones: wide-awake bubine.ss man¬ 
ager, and tho erection of a central 
packing aud storage bouse at the most 
conveuiout point for shipment. 
Through such an origanizatlon, box-is 
snd barrels cau be purchased whol^;- 
sale to better advantage than they can 
be obtained by single ludivlduaB; the 
grower cau devote his whob attention 
I to gathering the crop at tho proper 
season and dolivoring it in gojd con¬ 
dition at the ceutrsi fiacking house; 
the associatiim rtlit^ves him of all care 
and responsibility in grading, packing 
and marketing; aud with this work in 
hands of expert packer/^, the grade of 
fruit cau be made uniform, aud ihu 
packing can be doou tiroporly, which, 
m time, ins.dres coofldence m the pur- 
cha.siug public. In short, the co-oper¬ 
ative system of handling the apple 
crop, under proper management, assures 
tJie consumer of a btlier product, and 
r>alizes to the grower a greater profit.

Men, women and children 
gnlbcrcd and clung about him and his 
family with sad and tearful faces, 
riiially, overwhelmed with the sorrow 
of tlioso tliey were leaving, Dr. I'aw- 
cett and his wife sat down on ono of 
tbo packing cases and gave way to 
grief. 

“Oh, John,** cried Mrs. Fawcett at 
last, “I cannot l>car this! I know not 
how to go.’* 

“Nor I citlicr," returned her hu.s- 
baiid, “and wo will not go. Tlie wag¬ 
ons Blmll bo nnloiidod and everything 
put In its old place.'* 

III.H pcojilo were filled with Intense 
joy and gnitltudo at this deterinlna- 
lion. Dr. rawcett at once sent a let¬ 
ter to I.ondou cxplnlping tbo case and 
then roHoltilcly rclnrncd to his work 
on a Maliiry of loss than $200 a year.

By his vehemence he 
carried the more timorous meml^rs of 
the council with him. The vote for 
Redvan's death was unanimous.

THE OUTBREAK. 

Buckingham, Que., Oct. S.—One of 
the mo.st disastrous affrays in connec¬ 
tion with a labor dispute occurred tiiis 
afternoon in this town, 20 miles down 
the river from Ottawa. A pistol battle 
took place between the strikers of the 
Jas. McLaren Company, Limited, lum¬ 
bermen. and a detachment of police, 
and as a rejsult two of the strike leaders 
'are dead In (he morgue, two special 
con.stable.s are at the point of death in 
aSt. Michael’s Ilo.srdlal, nine men are 
seriously wounded, and a score are 
slightly injured. 

.About a month ago the men employ¬ 
ed in tiie lumber and pulp mills of the 
James McLaren Company, Limited, de- 
nianded an Increase of 25 cents per day 
each. The flnn replied that, liaving car¬ 
ried on lt.s bu.sine.ss enleiprises the 
greater part of the .«:ummer under great 
dllllcully and largidy Increased expense 
by reason of the lownes.s of the water 
in the Llevre River, they did nut feel 
wananted in entei-tainlng the demand. 
Accordingly, on Sept. 15 the employe.s 
of all the mills refus(*d to work any 
lunger, whereupon the mills were closed 
down and the men paid off. 

This morning 11 wa.s decided to move 
an accumulation of logs which were 
obstructing navigation In the river. A 
few of llie men who had stood loyal to 
the firm were engaged for lids pur¬ 
pose. They weie accomi)anlcd by about 
constables, who had been specially 


engaged as watchmen of tho McLaren 
property. 

ATTACK WAS PLANNED. 

The attack upon the police had been 
planned in the morning. When the 
non-union men commenced to move the 
logs the strikers assembled In force. 
Thomas Belanger, president of the 
union, and another of the olhcers, 
named Charelte, went forward and 
asked to be allowed to speak on behalf 
of the men. Mayor Verequllelee, who is 
superintendent of the works, shouted 
back, giving consent. Belanger made a 
violent harangue on behalf of the 
strikers, and declared that they would 
resort to violence unless the moving of 
tlio logs was stopped. Mayor Verequl- 
Iclee, in reply, said the company would 
not recognize the union and that here¬ 
after the mill would be an open shop. 

Belanger and Charelte then returned 
to their fellows, and, after a conference, 
ttie strikers daslied down the hill yell¬ 
ing at the top of their voices and hurl¬ 
ing stones. Belanger and Hardin were 
in the lead, and as soon os the rush be¬ 
gan Belanger waved a revolver and 
shouted “Come on, men, show Ihem 
what we are made of." The strikers 
had advanced about fifty yards when a 
shot grazed the head of Constable 
Kiornan. The specials fired llieir re- 
volver.i* in the nir over the heads of the 
advancing mob, but wlien the bullets 
from the revolvers of the strikers began 
to fly around them they look steady 
aim. 

TWO LEADERS FELL. 

Belanger was one of the first to fall, 
and a few seconds later Theriault 
dropped. For 20 minutes the sanguin¬ 
ary feud continued. Men had dropped 
on both side.s. Seeing how serious had 
been the struggle, llie strikers pulled off. 

The townspeople hud in the mean¬ 
time commenced to gather, and the 
work ol removing the dead and Injured 
was speedily curried out. Fearing a 
pos.sible renewal of the trouble, requisi¬ 
tion was made upon Col. Hodgins, 
D.O.C. of N'). 4 District, for the senlces 
of the military, and shortly after 8 
o'clock to-night 6C men of the G.G.F.C., 
and :F) men of the 43 Hitles left Ottawa 
by special train. Col. Hodgins was in 
coi unand of Hie force, the officers with 
him being Major D. Cameron. Major 
Muirison. and Capt. Cunningham,

CROP OF APPLES WILL BE FAIR. 

Nova Scotia Expects to Export About 
Same os Last Year. 

A de-patch from Halifax, N. S., says: 
The Nova Scotia apple crop this season 
will, in quantity, be about the same as 
last yeor, when 325,000 ban-els were ex- 
porlcHl to foreign marksts. In quality 
the crop is fair, gruvensteins are a fail¬ 
ure. In regard to price It is not expect¬ 
ed that they will be quite as high as 
last year, when an average of $2.75 per 
barrel was noted, but the returns will 
be good. 

Advices from England are that the 
crop, which at one lime promised to 
be very abundant, has been materially 
diminished through drought and gales, 
while the recent hot weather has caused 
it to mature quickly so that it will not 
keep well, and the fruit will be off llie 
market earlier than usual. Prices in 
New York will be higher than at the 
corresponding time last year. In Nova 
Scotia they are advancing. Buyers be¬ 
gan paying $1.50 per barrel and are 
now offering $2 in some cases for run 
of orchard. 
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WINNIPEG SUFFERS BY FIRE.

\ despuleh from Paris says: The 
Matin announces that Prof. Behring has 
discovered a new method of sle.illzing 
milk without boiling it or destroying 
ane of its essential principles. Tlie 
method Is based on the qualities of per- 
hydrol, .sintply oxygenated. One 
gramme per litre deslroy.s all noxious 
gei-rns. Milk thus sterilized can be kept 
for a long time, while It is not injured by 
travelling. Prof, Behring says he has 
proved that light has a very harmful 
effect on milk, whether It is sterilized or 
not. He recommends that it be kept in 
the dai'k, or in red or green bottles.

Drain for a 
minute on unglazed paper, sift well 
with powdered sugar and set away un¬ 
til cold. 

Sweet Potatoes Candled: Boll the 
potatoes until tender but not mealy. 
Peel, slice, and place in layers in a 
shallow buttered dish, sprinkling each 
layer with sugar and little bits of but¬ 
ter. Pour a little maple syrup over the 
top, end bake >u8t long enough to melt 
the sugar and brown the top. 

Cheese and Tomato Salad : If fresh 
tomatoes are not at hand use those 
which have been conned whole; they 
may be purchased for very little more 
than the cut ones. Scoop out a portion 
of the centre, and fill the cavity with a 
mixture of grated cheese and finely 
chopped celery, seasoned with salt, 
pepper and cayenne, and moistened with 
olive oil and vinegar. Serve each to¬ 
mato on a lettuce leaf, with or without 
French dressing, as preferred.

A despatch from St. Petersburg says. 
The court-martial at Cronstadt on 
Wednesday began the trial of the three 
rtngleaders of the mutiny on board the 
torpedo gunboat Kazanalz, Aug. *2. 
Next week the court will begin trying 
*05 members of the crew of the battle- 
slUp Alexander II., who refused to obey 
^pt. Pelroff’s orders to enter the ship’s 
boats and assist In suppressing the 
mutiny at Cronstadt. 

A court-martial at Libau, in Courland, 
has found 28 sailors of the transport 
Hlga guilty of mutiny in August Iasi 
and has sentenced them to various 
terms of imprisonment nt hard labor. 

The seriousness of the August mutiny 
was revealed at the court-martials held 
at Ci-onstadl, Helsingfors, Reval, Riga, 
Ubau, and practically every Baltic port, 
showing that the whole fleet was honey¬ 
combed wllh sedition. 

An unreported mutiny of the 21st 
East Sibeilon Regiment, which distin¬ 
guished Itself In several battles In Man¬ 
churia, has been disclosed by the verdict 
of a court-martial held at Blagovie.shU 
chensk, Asiatic Russia, which has sen¬ 
tenced six of the ringleaders to death, 
three others to hard labor, and 19 to 
serv'o VQi'lous terms in the disciplinary 
ballallons. 

Tuesday’s record of executions, as Ihe 
result of the sentences of drum-head 
court-martials, includes four Anarchists 
put to death at Kiev and seven bandits 
executed at Bakhmut. The latter were 
shot owing to the inublllly of the author¬ 
ities to procure a hangman.

lYied hominy cakes make another 
pleasing addition. Hollow the cukes In 
Hu; centre , before frying, to form lit¬ 
tle nests, place them as a garnish 
around the turkey and pul a spoonful 
of cianl>crry jelly In each, .\nolher 
garnish even more duinly Is made wilh 
little cups of transparent cranberry jel¬ 
ls with finely chopped celery. 

Brown gravy is usually seized w'llh 
!h. Thanksgiving lurKey, but the spiced 
gravy is not mo well known; it is very 
pleasing and no more trouble lo pre¬ 
pare than the ordinary variety. Boil 
the giblets In three pints of water for 
an hour wilh a few cloves and allspice, 
one tablespoon of grated lemon peel, 
and onion chopped small, two red i>ep- 
pers. three blades of mace and one-half 
Icaspoon of salt.
